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when it excited the Attention of all the Cu- 
rious in Paris. 5 
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This Creature is between Sixteen and 


| Seventeen Years of Age, baptized at Paris, 


at the Pariſh of St. Margaret, in the Sub- 
urb of St. Anthony. 


It's Father and Mother, who are till 
alive, are by Trade Stocking-frame Wea- 
vers, and have ſeveral Children beſides this. 


When it was born, it was ſo ſtrongly marked 
with the Types or Characters of both the 
Male and Female Sex, that under the Un- 


certainty of which it properly belonged to, 
they gave it the two Chriſtian Names of 


Michael and of Anne, which being the one 


of a Boy, the other of a Girl, together witng 
his Family-name, compole 1 that of Michael- 


Anne Drouart, which it now goes by. 


As it grew up, the Predominion which 
they imagined they obſerved of the Female 
Part, determined them to call it a Girl, and 
accordingly they put it into a Dreſs agree- 
able to that Sex,” and in due. Time put it 
Apprentice to a Trade which conſiſts in 
Painting and Colouring Toys, * and 


the like. 


This however proved ineffectual, through 
the conſtant Interruptions and Viſits which 
the Report of the Child being an Herma- 

pbhredite, drew upon it from all _— 
in- 
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inſomuch that the Parents, who, though 


not very eaſy in their Circumſtances, had 
not the leaſt Tdea, at that Time of expoſing 


it to View, for any Advantage or Lucre, 


thought themſelves obliged to take it Home. 


Some Perſons only of the firſt Diſtinction 
were admitted to ſatisfy their Curioſity, and 


they only, becauſe they were ſuch as cuuld 
not well be refuſed. 


This Child then growing up to the Age 
of Puberty, became about Sixteen, an Ob- 


ject ſo intereſting to the public Curioſity, 


that the Sieur Gautier, a celebrated En- 
graver, painted and graved a Portrait of it, 


with an Exactnefs and Beauty, that rendered 


it the Admiration of all the Curious; which 
he had the Honour to preſent to the King 
of France, who received it ſo graciouſly, as 
to appoint him a Penſion of fix hundred 
Livres per Annum, which he now actually 


enjoys. This Print is at this Time grown 
pretty rare, 


In the mean time, the Reſort and Crowd 


of Perſons who came to the Father's Houſe 


to ſatisfy themſelves of the Reality of fo 
wonderful a Phenomenon, as an Her moph- 


rodite, which wanted ſo little of Perfection 


in both the Sexes, grew ſo troubleſome to 
the Parents, that they were for ſending it 


away, or at leaſt —_—_— the Sight of it to

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all Perſons whatever, when M. Fage' aife, 
a Surgeon of great Note and Eminence, un- 
dertook to keep it at his Houſe, and not 

iffer it to be fatigued by the Numbers

Which crouded to viſit it. 


At Mr. Fage'aiſe's then once more none 


were admitted but Perſans of the firſt Rank 
and Condition, and even of thoſe, there was 
ſo great a Concourſe, that the Receipt of the 
Conſiderations they were pleaſed to pay, a- 
mounted not ſeldom to thirty Lowzs-d'ors 
fer Diem, during the Heat of the Run, in 
the Courſe of which too, ſeveral Perſonages 


of Names too great and reſpectable to be 
here cited, had given this young Creature 


all the Marks of a tender Humanity and 
Compaſſion, for ſo fingular and unfortunate 
a Diſtinction, now as fully and manifeſtly 
develop'd, as to the external Show, or Ap- 
pearance, as its Age will permit. 


About five Months ago, this extraordi- 
nary Creature was perſuaded to come to this 


Capital, where all Curioſities either of Na- 


ture or Art find an Encouragement propor- 


tionable to their Degrees of Merit : But as 


there are Numbers of Perſons who probably 
may never have an Opportunity of a per- 


ſonal Viſitation, and might yet be glad to 


have a circumſtantial Deſcription of ſo un- 


common a Production of Nature ; the fol-- 
| lowing 
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| lowing one is given with all the Regard 


to Truth imaginable: inſomuch that 


thoſe who have formerly ſeen it, before it 
attained to its preſent State of more Matu- 
rity, may find Particularities to ſatisfy any 
Curioſity they might have, to know the 
Changes and Alterations which Time and 
Growth have produced in the Appearances 
of thoſe Parts, they had before viewed. 


Michael-Anne-Drouart then, aged as be- 
fore- noted, between Sixteen and Seventeen, 
is inStature above five Foot: ſlender ſhaped, 
and ſmall boned and limbed; but no farther 
inclined to Leanneſs than its growing State 
ſeems to allow for, its Bones being reaſon- 
ably well covered with Fleſh. Its Conſti- 
tution ſeems to be perfectly lively, and even 
ſprightly. Its Face a longiſh oval, has no- 
thing extraordinary in it, but rather pretty, 


with a Turn to female Soſtneſs in its Fea» 
tures. | | 


Its Hair, which is pretty ſhort, and of a 
dark brown, is entirely ſoft, and like that of 
a Woman, 


Its Boſom, which but a few Months ago 
had not the leaſt Signs of Breaſts; now 
viſibly and ſenſibly exhibits a Pair, 
though very ſmall and roundiſh, crowned 

with Nipples perfectly of the Female Mould; 

N | 0 their 
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their Areola, or reddiſh circular Spot being 
exactly faſhioned as in Virgins of its Age. 
How far theſe new dawning Breaſts will 
extend their Size, and enlarge their Appear- 
ance, is only in the Womb of Time to diſ- 
cover. 


Proceeding downwards, the Navel and 


Belly, exhibit nothing more than is com- 


mon to Boys or Girls of its Age. 


It's Skin is ſoft, and its Complexion ra- 
ther fairer than theGenerality of its Nation. 


When placed at pleaſure in a Poſition to 
view, its private Parts, where the material 
Diſtinctions center; their firſt Appearance 
exhibits to the Eye a Penis, of the moſt per- 
fect Conformation, depending from the Os 
Pubis, or Share-bone, which ſeems placed 
rather higher than ordinary, as if Nature 
had managed itſelf ſufficient Room for the 
Diſplay of both the Sexes. In its natural 


or unprovoked State the Penis appears to be 
about four Inches, iſſuing from its Root at 


the Os Pubis, which is now plentifully co- 
vered with the Hebe', or hairy Defence na- 
tural to thoſe Parts. The Bulb of that Organ 
terminates without any Difference from the 
reſt of Mankind, in the Glans or Nut, which 
is alſo equipped like others, with as fairand 

ſliding a Prepuce, as can be imagined, 


Hitherto 
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Hitherto in that Part there is no Difference 


to the Eye at leaſt, from the moſt compleat 
Configuration. „ 


But on a nearer Examination of this Glans 
or Nut, otherwiſe ſo perfect, although there 
appears the plaineſt Marks of a Canal or 
Fiſſure opening into the Urethra; there 
exiſts actually no ſuch Paſſage. It is utterly 
imperforated, and when by any Influx of 
the Blood and Spirits, which produce Erec- 

„1 tion, the whole cavernous Body of the Penis 
becomes turgid, and ſwoln to a much more 
conſiderable Size, eſpecially in its Breadth: 
This Erection is checked by a Frenum, or 
Bridle, which ſtrongly curbs and contracts 
it downwards, ſo as to render it uncapable 

of Penetration, or Coition, at leaſt in any 
Degree of Significance, independant even of 
the greater Obſtacle, the want of a proper 
Paſſage or Conduit for the Seed. 


This Penis then occupying the Place of 
the Mons Veneris, and faſtened by this Brid- 
dle, ſo that the Nut is kept downward, has 
not the leaſt Appearance of Teſticles be- 
longing to it; neither are they to be felt in 
the Groin; but in Place of the Scrotum, 
and out of the Skin, which ought to inveſt 
the Teſticles, are formed and deſcend the 
great Labia or Lips, between which lies iy

the Orifice of the Vagina; which Lips be- 
ing prominent, ſoft, and flaggy, have not 
that Firmneſs which belongs to a Virgin or 
Girl that has not received Man, and are 
furniſhed with Hairs, rather ſofter and finer 


than thoſe which grow round the Os Pubis, 
or Root of the Yard. 


No, upon ſpreading the Thighs, theſe 


Lips eaſily diſtractile, diſcover an Aperture, 
repreſenting the Vulva of a very young Girl, 


or that Orifice of the Vagina which is com- 
- monly called the external Orifice of the Ma- 


trix. Neither does it appear to the probing 
Finger, much or at all ſtreighter than that 


of a young Girl, who is not yet viripotent; 


and towards the lower Part of the Rima or 
Fiſſure, one may very plainly deſcry two 


Productions, or fleſhy Excrecences, whoſe 


triangular Figure, and reddiſh Colour, plain 
enough point them out for the Nymphe, 
which in a well conſtituted Organ, from the 


Covering or Defence to the Clitoris; but as 


there is no Appearance of that round and 
glandulous Body in this Subject, which is 
doubtleſs abſorbed, and ſupplemented by 
the Penis, theſe Nymphe appear compari- 
tively ſmall and inconſiderable, though 


they ſo far agree with thoſe in Virgins, that 


they are ſo firm, hard and ſolid, that the 
Urine iſſues ſrom their Compreſſion with a 


hiſſing Noiſe, and with great Violence. 


It 
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It is alſo plain to the Senſe, as the explor- 
ing Touch internates within the Paſſage of 
the Vulva, that the membranous Coat of it, 
is furniſned with thoſe Muſcles, which 
ſerve in Women to contract, and purſe up 
the Labia or Lips of the Vagina, conſe- 
quently affording a ſenſible Compreſſion to 
any intruded Body. 


A little above theſe Nymphe, or Species 
of Nymph, is diſcovered the opening of the 
Canal or Conduit of the Urethra, which, 
on being probed, is found of no greater 
Length than in Girls; only it is placed 

lower towards the Aperture of the Vulva. 


Sounding deeper in, there occur little or 
no Veſtiges of the Carunculæ Myrti formes, 
which being Productions of thoſe fleſhy and 

circularWrinkles; thatline the whole Length 
of the Vagina, and not remains of the Ruins 
of the' Hymen, as ſome have advanced, 
(whereas in Truth, theſe Caruncles are not 
the Effect, but the conſtituent Cauſe of 
the Hhmen,) are not very palpable in 
this Subject, and the Reaſon is plain, in that 
its Vagina or Palate of the Uvula is ſmoother 
and freer ſrom thoſe membranous Plaits or 
Wrinkles, which are ſo effential to the 
Functions of that Organ, than in Bodies of 
that Sex, which enjoy a perfect Configura- 
tion. | 


C Hows» 
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However it is out of Doubt, that the Cir- 
cutnſtance of the Urine iſſuing through this 
vulvarious Aperture, and its Reſemblance 


to the Appearances in Women, determined 


the Parents to beſtow in its Dreſs and Treat- 
ment the Preference on the Female Sex; 
though upon the narroweſt Inſpection, it is 
hard to pronounce which of the Sexes pre- 
dominates. 


It is alſo to be noted, that as Age has 
ripened, in this Subject, certain humours 
or Seminal Fluids, whenever they have been 
by any Accident put ſo far in Motion as to 
burſt their Repoſitories, they have no Vent 
or Paſſage, but in, and through that Cavity 


-which it has in common with the Female- 


The Figure of its Hips is alſo ſuch as 
affords no Solution to the Doubt: For they 
have not all the Elevation or Protuberance 


natural to the Female Sex; nor yet the 


Make of the Male in that Part, Allowance 
too being made for the Slenderneſs of its 
Perſon. Its Hands and Arms alſo partly 
contribute to-fortify thisNeutrality, for they 
are, though inelining ſomewhat more to the 
Maſculine, than the Female Turn, not 
enough fo, to decide which Sex has a Right 
to own them. | 


© : | Its 
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Its Voice is not ſo different om chat of 
eicher Girl or Boy of its Age, as to help

any Deciſion; though, if any Thing it ſeems | 
to: incline to the Sven Gun 


| Hitherto it has "oY no o menſtrual Diſ- 
charge, as ſome Girls younger than it have, 
but, by certain Symptoms, however equi- 
vocal, there is ſome room to conjecture, 


that it will not want even that Sign of the 
Female Sex. 


But how 12 this Reken to the Sex, 

ſuppoſed to prevail in it by the Parents, ex- 
tends internally, with regard to the Exiſ- 
tence, or Conformation of a Matrix or Ute- 
rus, more capable of the Functions of Gene- 
ration, than its Virilia, which lie open to 
the Sight, requires a deeper Search, and an 
Anatomy of the Parts, incompatible with 
the Tenderneſs due to a living Subject, as 
as well as a greater Maturity of Age, which 


may poſſibly and probably unfold more of 
theſe preſent Arcana. 


Thus much howereriſ is ſelf-evident, that 
if this Hermaphrodite is not what the Greeks 
underſtood by their Androgyne, that is to 
ſay, a human Creature enjoying equally the 
full Powers of both Sexes, and capable of 
the double Act of Generation, i in the Quality 
of Man and Woman, there is leſs wanting

in this Subject towards this Perfection, than 
in any that are now known, or perhaps ever 
did exiſt on the Earth. A complete Her- 
mapbrodite in the Senſe above-mention'd, 
being treated by moſt philoſophical Enqui- 
rers, as an imaginary Being; notwithſtand- 
ing ſome Hiſtories, and Relations, in which 
however the Taſte of Mankind for the 

marvellous appears to have been more con- 


ſulted than the Truth. * 


* Tt would be unfair to omit here, that it is pre- 
tended, that at Lyons, Rue Merciere there exiſts actu- 
ally an Hermaphrodits trul y perfect in both Sexes, but 
that by the Care of the Parents, who are wealthy 
Merchants, and who will not permit an authentic 
Verification thereof, for the Satisfaction of the Pub- 
lic, the Reality of ſuch a compleat double Confor- 
mation, r remain undecided.

C!INCE the Cloſure of the foregoing, 
there has been ſtarted an Objection to 
the Subject above treated off, which 
merits ſome Conſideration. 


It is notorious that ſome Years ago, there 
was exhibited to public Inſpection, a Negro 
Hermophradite from Guinea,whoſe Penis was 
though not of fo perfect a Conformation, as 
that of the Pariſian above deſcribed, yet fo 
far agreed with it, as to have no Perfora- 
tion in the Species of Glans or Nut thereof, 
its Urine iſſuing from the Aperture between 
the Integument of its Teſticles, which laſt 
however this Subject is intirely to all out- 
ward Appearance deſtitute of: Though 
they certainly do exiſt, from the ſpermatic 
Emiſſions which eſcape it.

Now there are who pretend that this Aper- 
ture, common to both theſe Subjects, and 
which exhibits the Appearance and Office 

| D . —— 
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of a Vulva, is in Reality no more than the 
Orifice of the Uretbra, or urinary Conduit, 
which has taken a preternatural Courſe, 
and that the Fiſſure thereof is only larger 
and more ſuſceptible of the Introduction of 


a Finger or Probe, than thoſe in a natural 
States 


This Objection is alſo enforced by two 
very ſtrong Reaſons. 


The Firſt, that the Frænum or Bridle of 
the Prequce, is in both theſe Subjects 
ſtrongly contracted downwards, and to- 
wards the Opening or Lips of this Fiſſure, 
as if by an Effort of Nature to place it in 
its uſual Channell: and alſo becauſe on 
ſounding within, the Touch diſcovers little 
or no Veſtigies of thoſe annular, or rather 
ſemi- lunar Wrinkles, which in a Female- 
Subject rightly conſtituted, line the Vagina 
or Paſſage to the Womb. 


Second Rabe, Beth theſe Hermaphro- 
dites, on Examination, declare, that what- 
ever Appearances Nature had given them 
to the contrary, their Inclinations were 
moſtly, if not intirely decided in Favour of, 
and towards the Female-Sex ; fo that this 
Paſſage ſtill might be only deſigned to do 


the 
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the Office of the Urethra, either as the Con- 
duit of Urine, or Ejaculation ; eſpecially in 
this laſt, where what is wanting in Length, 


ſeems made up by the Breadth. 


On this, as it is hard to decide, without 
ſuch an anatomical Reſearch, as is impoſſi- 
ble during the Life of the Subject. It can 


only be ſaid, that was this the Caſe, the Dif- 


ference would be only local, and confined 
to thoſe Parts of Generation ; whereas in 
the preſent Subject, there are to be noted 
even the Nymphe ſituate in the Aperture of 
the Labia, and conſubſtantial with them; 
though leſſer than in the perfect Sex. And, 
beſides the Ambiguity of its Sex is diffuſed 
over the whole Body of it, in a greater or 
leſſer Degree, as has been before particula- 
rized. And upon the whole, it is plain to 
the Eye, that no Subject now known to 
the Public, is poſſeſt of ſuch exterior diſ- 
tinct Marks of the Male and Female Sexes; 
as make it doubtful to which this equivocal 
Being belongs,
